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LONDON-A group of La- 
bor Party members of Par- 
liament claimed that 10 at- 
taches at the U.S. embassy 
are members of the Central 
Intelligence Agency and de- 
manded their immediate ex- 
pulsion unless the allegation 
is proved false. 

A motion in the House of 
Commons signed by 34 La- 
borites cited “the long rec- 
ord of intelligence-gathering 
activities and clandestine 
operations” organized by 
the CIA, including 
“subversion and overthrow 
of governments in Guata- 
mala, Iran, Guyana, Chile 
an(J other countries.” 

I| called on Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Wilson’s govern- 
ment to inform the United 
States that evidence exists 
to indicate that 10 persons 
accorded diplomatic creden- 
tials are associated with the 
CIA. One of the Laborites 
identified the leader of the 
CIA team at the U.S. em- 
bassy as Cord Meyer. An 
embassy spokesman de- 
clined comment.
